This  has  already  proved  itself 
to  be  a  boon  to  expectant  mothers. 

The  scheme  of  A.R.P.  has  made  considerable  demands 
on  the  time  of  the  Public  Health  officials.

A  new  Ante  Natal  Clinic  was  established  in  November, 
1938,  with  Dr.  Joan  Dunbar  as  the  doctor  in  charge.  It  has 
supplied  what  was  evidently  a  want,  and  the  use  that  has 
been  made  of  it  is  very  encouraging. 

The  general  work  of  the  various  Clinics  was  carried  out 
with  enthusiasm  by  the  two  nurses — Nurse  Morris  and  Nurse 
Sill. 


It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  act  as  a  member  of  one  of 
the  Medical  Boards  for  the  examination  of  the  new  Militia. 
At  every  session  I  have  been  impressed  by  the  good  physical 
condition  of  the  recruits,  and  I  like  to  think  that  this  is  due 
in  no  small  measure  to  the  work  done  at  the  various  Clinics, 
and  to  the  education  of  the  people  generally  in  matters  of 
health.  This  latter  matter  is  a  strong  argument  for  the 
observance  of  Health  Week  and  similar  anniversaries.
